what they would have him, and one-F, a Vintner, that liyes at the 
fign of the Half-moon in Ch-j by whoſe contrivanrce he was accus'd ,

After this, hearing thac Mary White had been much abus'd, and though 
big with Co:/dg ſeveral ways tortur'd' in the Priſon, and lay only for want 
of her Fees, I paid them, hoping to find out the truth by that means; 
ſhe told me of many crueleys that were daily uſed in the Goal,and that there 
was a perſon there chat by misforcune had been Catch'd in th Company of 
Coyners, and though wholly Innocent, had been cruelly uſed, becaule , as 
ſhe ſatd, he was a Catholick, and for a week together had worn a pair of 
$heers that weighed forty Pound, becauſe he would not go up to the Chappel, 
That this perſon had made ithis buſineſs ro inſpe the ulage of the Priſo- 
ners, and had drawn up Articles againſt the Keepers. |

Upon my receipt of; the Articles, I gave Willoughby two ſhillings ſix 
pence, for which he was very thankful, ſaying, He had eaten nothing ih two 


days ; and upon his frequent ſolicitations for Relief, I did ſend him at ſe-.

A Copy of this Letter Stroud gave ro Mr. Kejmiſh, and I received ic 
from him, he ſaying moreover, That S:roud rold him, that the Earl of S, 
was inſtruQing of him, and ſetting him up for a new Evidence, and in or- 
der to it, did daily ſend one Jo-+ſon a Servant of his Lordthips, ro meet him 
in the Lodge, as many perions are ready to teſtifte upon Oath ; and rthar 
the ſaid Jobyſon frequently brought him money, with promites of Pardon

I believing this to be meer Roguery, invented to inſnare Mr, Kezm:ſþ 
and Mr, Anderſon, did pay Wwlloughtys alias Dangerfields Fees in Newgate, 
inrending to ſer him upon the diſcovery of ir, and he being ar char Inſtanr 
arreſted , I removed him by Habeas-Corpss to the K ings Bench, and ent 
my Maid Margeret to him to bid himget acquainted with Stroud, and uſe 
his utmoſt Endeavour to obteine a fight of the Papers, and find ont the 
truth of the wanſaRions between che Earle of S---- and Stroud, tl. 
loughby then acknowledged that he had been a Criminal, butexpreſt much 
ſorrow for his paſt Crimes, and made great proteftations of future Amend- 
ment, ſaying, that Strovwd and he had been long acquainted, and that rhe) 
often had been a Robbing together, and he Doubrted not ro Effet what Ide. 
fired, And in order to it, would keep him company, and every day fer down 
what he could get our of him, 

On the 12th of May he was carried tothe Bexch, and on the 20th ſent 
me this-following account of that affaire by M argaret Ferkins.

place Mr. Anderſon init, he was ſo tranſported with Rage, that he came in- 
to the Gallory go me, and ſwore that he would be Revenged : Nay, that 
he would Ruin Mr. Azderſon with the firſt opportunity. And this I cook 
the more notice of, becauſe he hath Swore to me, that nothing Sacred

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ſerch Vicuals and Drink for the Witnefles, to wait on tHferh, and co help 
them into Court, call Coaches, and other ſuch like Services, which he 
performed fo well, that ſeveral perſons asked me, wh:ſe diligeat Foo:mar 
he was; for indeed, being in an old Frize-Coat lin'd with Blew, Blew 
Stockings and Breeches, and a Grey Har ruckt up, to prevent flapping a- 
bour his Ears, he could not well be taken for any other then an ill clad 
Footman, though now he be Dubb'd K 119ht of the Poſt, and wear a Pearl 
zn his Ear, to tnew that the Executioners were kind to him, and did nor 
Nail his Ears to the Pillory, neither at Sal:s&urj, Wilton, Wintornz, nor 
any of the other places where he was Mounted upon the Wooden Engine, 
and peep'd through it like Dox Qwickſot through his Helmit, when he was 
mounted upon Reſtzant, and going to Encounter with the Windmill; 
Abour that time I ſent for him ro Pops Houſe, and there told him in the 
preſence of Mr, Henry Newil alias Paine, that now 1would pur ir into 
his power to be an honeſt Man, if he had a will to be ſo, and would ger 
him eicher an Enſigns place under the Duke of Mozmeurh, who was then 
preparing to go to Scorland, or elle an Imployment to go to Sea, he made 
choice of the latter, which while they wonld enquire; for my Husband hay- 
ing ſome Thouſands of Pounds due to him, which was ſo deſperate, thar [ 
could never makeany thing of them; he told me he underſtood ſuch buſinets,

them, that hearded with them, only to break their Meaſuces 3 Thar they 
had drawn Forces into the City whilſt his Majeſty was Sick at W:adſor, 
with intention to ſubvert the Government ; and thar if his Majeſty had 
died, which at that time was the fears of the Loyal, and hopes of the Fa- 
&ious, They would have knock'd the Lord Mayor o'ch' head, with ſuch 
Aldermen as would not Conform ; and thag by the help of their Partizans 


- in thoſe places, they doubted nor bur to have been Maſters of the Tower, 


Portſmouth, Dover, and Hull, and moſt places of ſtrength within the

And having been Inform'd by perſons to nhom they had been proffer'd, that 

M ayſeland Waller, did both offer Commiſſions to disbanded Officers, with 
promiſſes that they (hould Enter into preſent Pay, and adviſed them, and 
all honeſt fellowes , to Linger abour the Towne, for there would _ 
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be hot ſervice; and having alſo heard that Sir Will,uw Waller ſaid Pablick: 
ly in Southwark, before perſons of conſiderable quality , That there would 
be a Rebellion before Michaelmas, 

Theſe diſcourſes being thenalmoſt General, made me the eafter Credit 
him in particulars, as that in order to this deligne, many of the O14 Rump 
Officers were new Rizg'd, and had Penſions Paid them by the Gentlemen 
of the Kings-head-Clubb, and that Commiſſions were given our by the 
Relicts of the Rump, under the Names of the Keepers of che Liberties of 
England, and that he was promifſed one among them, and had ſeen ſeve- 
ral, and that they were made of Parchmene with thirteen Laybel Seales :
